After encountering great hardships, 
and losing three of their members a 

‘Oph expedition led yee R, 
Wwiiaston penetrated to the Great 
Snow Range of New Guinea for the 
first time, and made a success <s 
cent of Mount Carstensz, almost to the 
summit. A able collection of biris 
and plants was obtained, Although 
it was onty sixty miles from the spot 
where the expedition landed to the 
highest point réached, almost incess- 
ant rain, swollen rivers, and the diffi- 
cult country made the work so hard 
that to cover this apparently. short 
distance occupied four and a_ half 
months., At the end the expedition 
nearly came to grief through the cap- 
sizing of Dr. Wollaston’s ganoe. “The 
exploret Was rescued with difficulty, 
but lost diaries covering three months 
and a large quantity of kit. Three 
members of the expedition died. 

Dr. Wollaston’teft England deter- 
mined to ascend Mount Carstensz, the 
highest peak of the Nassau Range in 
Dutch New Guinea. He was a memytr 
of an expedition which unsuccessfully 
tried to accomplish this feat three 
years previously, 

After conferring with the Dutch au- 
thorities at Batavia the doctor went 
to Borneo and spent eight weeks col- 
lecting Dyaks before returning to Ba- 
tavia. - Here he was joined by Mr. 
C. B, Kloss, curator of the Kuala Lum- 
pur Museum; and the two, with five 
native collectors gnd sevehty-four Dy- 
aks, proceeded by boat to the south 
coast of 1 itech New Guinea. They 
were escorted by forty Dutch soldiers 
and vighty convicts from Batavia un- 
der a Dutch officer.’ 

The party disembarked at the mouth 
of the Utakwa River, which had been 
ascerded by Dutch travellers two 
years preyious!y, and appeared to be 
the best route into the unknown in- 
terior. From the deck of the ship 
could be seen the snow-capped peaks 
of the mighty Carstensz. A motor- 
boat, built in Enginnd. and all the 
stor,.; and equipment were landed and 
a base camp was made twenty miles 
up the river. 

All this region was quite uninhabit- 


ed and the expedition had to carry} 


every bit of its. own food. Canoes 
were made by the Dyaks, and the riv- 
er was ascended for two days beyond 
the base, but after that the expedition 
traveiled by land. Depot: were estab- 
lished three days’ travel apart, the 
first being three days’ march up the 
foot hills of the Snow Range. z 

From the fourth depot the ascen 
was :nade to the snow line. Progress 
was very slow\the ricges being appal- 
ingly steep and the track rough. In 
the high mountains the sun was. never 
visible except for an hour in the morn- 
ing, and the travellers wete always 
nearly frozer : —_ 

At an altitude of mbout FON fos 
the expedition met some curious, but 
friendly folk, small in stature, but “ot 
T’smies, who -howed the travellers 
their track. and helped them. ‘The. 
highest point, 15,000 feet. was reached 
after five days’ march from the last 
base. The rain descended in a con- 
tinucus torrent, and although Mount 
Carstensz is almost, exactly on the 
equator the fog-laden air was freezing- 
ly cold. 

During the ascent a fine panorama 
was observed, but the mist egain 
closed - ib, and when the partly was 
within a very short distance of the top 
the steep ice and dense fog necessitat- 
ed a retreat. Two attempts to reach 
the actual summit were made, but 
eventually food gave out. 

It was as -he last load was being 
taken ‘to the base camp that the canoe 
contvining Dr. Wollaston and six Dy- 
aks struck a snag ir the sv-'rling tor- 
rent and capsized. Dr. Wollaston was 
carried « long way down the stream 
and was ilmost exhausted. 

Fake Money in Italy 

Of all.the. o-called ‘Great Powers,’ 
Italy has the most unstable and most 
unsatisfactory currency. Not alone is 
the exchange subject to fluctuations, 
but there is « great mass of counter- 
feit and worthless money floating in 
the country for the undoing of the un- 
wary. In the first place, the engrav- 


‘ing on the paper money is of inferior 


quality, and hence easy of imitation; 
secondly, there are so many worthless 
or doubted coins in. circulation that 
the temptation to add to their number 
ig not easily resisted. 

The paper money is allowed to re- 
main in circulation until disgracefully 


dirty and nearly obliterated, and there-; 


fore difficult of reeognition as count- 
erfeit or genuine.” To add to the con- 
fusion, Frencl sive> is. generally ac- 
cepted, while the coins of Switzerland, 


Belgium, and Greece, although official- i 


ly recognized, are as-a rule, refused 
iu commerce. Numerous Papal and 
Roumanian. coins are still in circulat- 
ion, although valueless and accepted 
only by unwary foreigners, whom the 
Italians regard as fair prey. 

In addition, none of the large num- 
ber of one-lira pieces coined before 
1868 can be passed, although intrinsic- 
ally of equal value with those of later 
date, since the period arbitrarily fixed | 
for their redemption has passed ard 
the government refuses to accept them | 
further.

The wounded 
part swells, burns, becomes throbbing- 
ly painful and stops discharging for 
a time. Then within a few hours red 
streaks may be seen extending up thé 
extremity to the glands in bend of el- 
bow, knee, groin or armpit. Such 
signs are always serious, though gen- 
erally disappearing upon the institu- 
tion of proper surgical treatment. 

For general purposes. whére an anti- 
séptic is desired one Of the safest and 
most satisfactory to use is ordinary 
tingyere of iodine—not the colorless, 
fodine, which isn’t iodine at all, but 
the brown tincture, A few drops’ or 
a teaspoonful of this in a pint or less 
of water makes . valuable gargle,

Ts unearned increment tax, which, as. a result* of legis. 
lation to this effect in the provincial house, will be im- 
posed in future, is undoubtedly a good thing, except in so far 
as ic may not effect those toward whom it is directed. The 
principle of taxing unearned increment is founded on a proper 
basis, and had this been observed long ago the proviicial 
treasury would be in a great deal more satisfactory condition 
than it now ia. 

But whether or not the province as a whole or individual 
municipalities should benefit by increase-in land values is a 
question concerning which there is much difference of opinion. 
Five per cent of the increase in property values since the last 
sale will go to the provincial treasury in return for what the 
province has done towards'making property more valuable. 
Improvements, however, are not subject to the tax, and land

cultivation is not taxed under this new act and other exempt- 
ions are made, in an effort to only encompass those who make 
no improvements in lieu of the money they have made. 

But whether or not the province or the. municipalities 
should profit directly as a result of increased land values is not 
important now that the law isin force. The questisn to be 
asked is who will be compelled to pay this increment tax? 
Certainly the millionaire land-owner will not stand for it and 
will add to the price he asks when he désires to sell, If this 
proves the case, as it undoubtedly will, the speculator who 
grows rich through real estate dealings will not be effected in 
the manner the act proposes that he. should, But even in 
light of this, the principle still holds that either the state or 
locality has the right to confiscate part of the unearned 
increment to its own use, 


A hotels will in future be required to pay an in- 

creased license fee if they wishto continue dealing in 
the liquor and hotel business, and, apurt from what this move 
of the provincial legislature might doin the way of keeping 
down the number of liquor licenses, there is one point’ which 
strikes none too favourably. Heretofore, hotelain towns hav- 
ing less than 10,000 population, the license fee has been $200 
per year, cnd the latest move of the Sifton government exacts 
$400 for hotels or wholesale liquor places in towns of the same 
size. 

Apart from what this increase might do in the way of ‘hind- 
ering hotelkeepers from accomodating the public to the best 
of advantage, and aside from what effect it may havein driv. 
ing many struggling hotels in small towns out of existence,

More money is undoubtedly required by the attorney general's 
department, but for what special purpose the. majority of 
people are not fully aware.

If the object of the government is only to increase the rev- 
enue of the province, and in so doing they must tax the hotels, 
this particular piece of legislation is unjust and from many 
standpoints will prove itself so before long. If the hotel-keep- 
ers must be made dance to the tune of the liquor license de- 
portment, legislation in this province has come to a pretty pass 
to be sure,

' The Canadian’ Manufacturers’ 
Clation is continuing its propaganda 
for fire prevention which was organ 
ized a few months ago. > The following 
timely paragraph fe' ‘circulated by_ thee. 
Secretary of the new movement. 
“It {8 an open. question whether 
the careless fool or -the deliber 
ate criminal does .more. damage 
by fire, Advantage seems to lle 
with the fool, because he is every: 
where gladly bringing down destruc, 
tion, while the fire bug must go about 
his deadly work stealthily, at weird 
hours and in awkward places. Chief 
among the fools who carelessly causes 
fires is the c-moker. His blazing match 
is cast down still alight. His cigar 
é6tte end falla into piles of paper: or 
shavings. The burning ashes of bis 
trusty pipe descend gently into ofl 
vats and barrels of powder. If the 
fool destroyed only himself, the world 
could bear his actions philosophically. 
but he usually escapes while better 
men perish. In England great wealth 
Was accumulated by a man who was 
shrewd enough to locate small tobacco 
stores opposite factory entrances, but 
his fortune represented .the loss o! 
many fortunes by his brotter manu 
facturers. One would think that the 
smoker would hesitate to light his 
weed in the neighborhood of explosive 
HNquids, but a recent report of the 
National Fire Protection Association 
of the United States shows that, out 
of 1,000 fires occurring in places where 
benzol, gasoline and naphtha were 
stored, 30 were caused by the smoker 
and 135 by matches, the smoker's 
friends. Smoking should be absolutely 
prohibited in or about every Canadian 
factory, and employes vreaking this 
rule should, be dismissed. If the rule 
became national, manufacturers could 
inform each other of these dismissals 
and could refuse employmen’ to per- 
sistent offenders. If it were enforced 
there would be fewer fires, better work 
would be done, and the smoker would 
enjoy his weed more keerly in the 
evening, after a day's self-denial.” 

‘If we changed the word “factory” 
to “shop,” “house” or “stable” the 
article has a meaning for us all. 


FOR MIXED FARMING 


What a Prominent Farm Editor Says 
of the Canadian West 


Mr. A. D. Penny, editor of “Farm 
Life,” Chicago, writes his impressions 
of the Canadian West as follows: 

“Mixed Farming Chances.” “\hile 
grain raising, that is -to say, wheat 
raising, will probably remain for a 
long time to come, the chief product 
of Canadian farms, nevertheless, 1 was 
most favorably impressed with the 
opportunities open to the mian who 
engaged in mixed farming and stock 
raising. 1 believe that with the pos- 
sibilities for economical meat produc- 
tion, which this country appears to 
possess, the greater profits will be 
found tn beef and pork productions 
and dairying. The risk will be found 
much less and the returns more sure 
than in grain farming. In the districts 
surrounding the towns of Dauphin, 
Humboldt, Prince Albert, Vermilion, 
North Battleford and Edmonton we 
found conditions were adapted to stock 
raising and general farming. The 
natural brome grass and western rye 
grass make great growth here and 
provide economical feed in abundance. 
Timothy grows wcll and alfalfa Js be- 
ing experimented with, with good re- 
sults. In fact, in the first two weeks 
of August we found pastures as green 
and as luxuriant as June meadows In 
the States. Hay is plentiful through- 
out this section and stock is finished 
on ground barley, oats or frosted 
wheat. , 

The development of stock raising is 
still In its infancy here, nevertheless 
farmers are beginning in a small way 
and have already demogstrated that 
this line of farming brings in the most 
satisfactory -returus {n the long run. 
What is more, these farmers are bulld- 
ing for the future and are laying the 
foundations for a permanent and pro 
gressive agriculture. 

Good Vegetables Seen. . “I. was 
greatly interested in the vegetable 
‘gardens found growing throughout 
Western Canada. Most of the com- 
mon vegetables grow anc flourish 
amazingly. With the exception of the 
tomato and sweet corn, common vege- 
tables reach maturity. We saw cab- 
bage, cucumbers, radishes, lettuce, 
pumpkins and squash cqual to those 
grown in the States. Raspberries do 
well and we found strawberry patches 
which had just ceased bearing on our 
arrival.” 

There will be an ever increasing 
demand for the various products men- 
tioned by Mr, Penny iu the rapidly- 
developing industrial ‘entres of the 
West, such as Winnipeg, Calgary,
